Mammoth Dinosauri Found 
Near Munson 


Considerable excitement has been 
evidenced within the past few days 
in Munson, when Jobr. Moyer, “a 
rancher living eight miles west of 
the town, unearthed the petrified 
bones of a mammoth dinosauri along 
the broken country south of his 
ranch near the Red Deer rivet. 
That these animals, which are sup- 
posed to have existed millions of 
years ago, were quite numerous in 
the Munson; district is to be surmis- 
ed from the numerous bones that 
have been found in different parts of 
the cut-banks along the river, but 
Mr. Moyer’s find is acclaimed as the 
largest specimer. that has evor been 
found in the vicinity, 

Two years ago Prof. McLean, of 
Toronto, spent two months with a 
party of men, taking out the bones 
of a dinosauri just north of the 
Moyer ranch, but it was small in 
comparison with the one tately 
found. Mr. Moyer hauled .a wagon 
load of the bones home’ and _ laid 
them out in the yard, and states 
another trip will be required to get 
the entire animal. The bones are in 
rood condition, some few turned 
black from being burned, but am 
broken and in short pieces. Theee 
are in the bunch nearly three dozen 
vertebrae, ad] sizes, measuring from

HOME. RULE CRISIS. 


London, Tuesday, July. 21.—At 
11.30 o’clock this morning -King 
George vill welcome at Buckingham 
Palace the delegates to the Home 
Rule, conference which has been sum- 
moned in his name. It is possible 
that the King will formally open 
the corference, but he will in no 
way participate in the proceedings 
over which Right Hon. James Low- 
ther, Speaker of the-House of Cony 
mons, will preside.

THE KING’ S SPEECH 
TO CONFRRENCE 


London, July 21.—King George, in 
receiving the conferees at Bucking- 
ham palace, made thea following 
brief speech : 

“It is with feelings of satisfaction 
and hopefulness that I receive you 
here_today, and I thank. you for’ the 
manner in which you have responded 
to my summons. Jt is also matter 
for congratulation that the speaker 
of the house of commons consented 
to pmside ‘over your mectings. 

“My intervention at this morrent 
may be regarded as a new departure, 
but the exceptional circumstances 
under which you-are brought  to- 
gether justify my action. 

“For months we have’ watched 
with deep misgivings the course of 
events in Ireland. he trend has 
been surely and stoadily towards an 
appéal to force, and today. the cry of 
civil war is on the lips of the most 
responsible and sober minded of my 
people. 

“We have in the past endeavored 
to act as a civilizing example to the 
world, and to me, it is unthinkable 
as it must be to you, that we

those you are now asked to coxsider, 
if handled in a‘spirit of generous 
compromise. 

“My apprehension in contemplat-

ASQUITH TAKES RESPONSIBIT- 
ITY FOR SPEECH BY THE KING 
London, July 22.—When the House 
of Commons convened Premier As- 
ouith addressed the nembers, deelar- 
ing he took full responsibility for 
King George’s ‘“civil war" speech at 
Buckingham palace yesterday. 
“Throughout this entire affair the 
King has followed tho strietest con- 


stitutional  proccdure,’’ said the 
prime minister. 

The King, said Mr. Asquith, — left. 
it to the discretion of the conference: 
to determine whether his — spaech 
should be published, and the — con: 


ference decided unanimously in favor 
of its publication. 

“THis majesty throughout this ynat- 
ter has followed the strictest —con- 
stitutional practice. IIe has not 
taken any step from the beginning 
until now  exerpt in consultation 
with and on the advice of his min- 
isters,’’ added the premier. 

Premier Asquith, on being — qrfos- 
tioned as to the calling of the con- 
ference, said with emphasis that all 
attending the conference did so un- 
conditionally. Ife declined to dis 
cuss why it was being held in Buck- 
ingham palace instead of the Thouse 
of Commons.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 16 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen: 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at ab) 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land is 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of hi: 
homestead on a farm of at least 8f 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt 2 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six month: 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the timc 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhauste¢ 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for ¢ 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each a 
three years, cultivate fifty acres anc 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Lumber Camp Rush Being 
in The East; Demand 
for Labor 


Ottawa, July 23.—The annual rush 
to the lumber camps has begun, and 
by August 1 lumber camps in Otta- 
wa and district will have working 
in timber lands adjacent to the Du 
Moine, Black, Chippewa, Joko, Pete- 
wawa, Ottawa and other rivers of 
the Ottawa valley between 30,000 
and 40,000 men. 

In less than two months the de- 
mand for unskilled Inbor will be in 
excess of the supply, say local lun 
bermen and responsible employment 
agonts. ‘Tn a few weeks’ time there 
will be no occasion for a man being 
idlo in Ottawa if he will take a job 
in the bush,’’ said Phil Wright, one 
of the best known and most respon- 
sible employment agents in castern 
Canada. 

There aro going to be more men— 
many more—employed in the bush 
this season than last year. The 
hurricane that raged through Ontar- 
io and Quebec for several days last

SPREAD OF THE TRUTH. 


The light is breaking. There has 
been a wonderful,change in medical 
opinion as to the medicinal or food 
value of alcohol in the last twenty 
yearns. Twenfy years ago it was al- 
most universally “ysed in pneumonia, 
diphtheria, cvers|and all debilitat- 
ing. diseases. Now we know that tin- 
stead of being a stimulant, it is 
sedative instead of being a food it 
is poisonous, and instead of ‘helping 
a patient over a danger spot, it 
lessens his*chance of recovery. 

In my judgment, the greatest medi- 
cal ‘discovery in*recent times is the 
fact that alcohol—whether in the 
form of beer, wine or -spirits—les- 
sens the power of the body to defend 
itself 'against the germs of disease. 

Truth: makes very slowly against 
ignoramce and prejudice, but truth 
always prevails, and‘: when that 
truth permeates the public mind we 
will -have a healthier,” happier and 
mores prosperous people. 

Some time’ago I went to a_hos- 
pital and investigated the amount 
of alcoholic liquors given per 
patient; and I found that the quan- 
tity was just about one-six.:' of 
that which had been given ten years 
ago. Recent investigations in the 
hospitals of old London show that 
there also the amount of intoxicat- 
ing liquors prescribed has fallen off 
vonderfully. Surely the trpth is 
spreading, andsso we take courage 
and do our best to hasten that glad 
day when the poisoning of the inno- 
cents shall cease. 

By the word innocents I mean the 
babe that is poisoned before it is 
born so that it is handicapped all its 
life with weakness of mind and body 
and often something worse than 
weakness.

were Canadian-born; 6.65 were British 
and 9.23 per cent. foreign born. Of 
this number, only 44.82 per cent. were 


: at school for more than six months 


tn the year, and only 62.51 per cent. 
atvended school for any length of time. 

These figures do not seem very 
creditable or very promising at first 


mM sight, but further ~examination  par- 
; H tially accounts for the low percentage 


at school. The smallest numbers are 


Fe |of children at the age of five, which 


many people think is too young for 


z ‘ beginning school unless ‘a kindergar- 
4' ten is available, and of boys and girls 


over fifteen, when the public school 
cases completed. 
The largest attendance is between 
the ages of seven and fourteen, at 
which period 921,454 children, or 
79,83 per cent., attended school, but 
of these only 69.58 per cent. attended 
for more than six months in the year. 

The proportions of hoys and girls 
attending school in Canada are fairly 
equal at most age periods, the girls 
being in the majority etween the 
ages of fifteen and twenty, thus in- 
dicating that more girls. than boys 
go on to High Schools. Between the 
ages of twenty-one and twenty-four, 
the figures are 4,073 males and 1,749 
females. Probably this !s due to tha 
fact that more young men enter col- 
lege for the profcszicns; <!so in some 
cases young men who have had their 
own way to make in the world man- 
age to go to school for a part of the 
year to obtain a belated education. 
One notices that the proportions of 
boys and girls attending school are 
more nearly equal in the Canadian- 
born populafion than in the foreign- 
born. In the latter, the boys are in 
excess except at the five-year age 
period, 

Viewing the figures in the negative, 
the statistics show ‘that of the total 
number of children between seven and 
fourteen, the Province of Ontarlo had 
157 children of every 1,000 who were 
not attending school; Quebec had 190 
per 1,000, New Brunswick 200, Nova 


1] Scotia 171, and Prince Edward Island 


154, whose education had apparently 
been neglected in the year the cen- 
pus was taken. The numbers not re- 
ported <s attending school were pro- 
portionately larger in the Westera 
Provinces, but this does not by any 
means Indicate that opportunities for 
education are not valued in those 
provinces. On the contrary, new 
schools are opened up evry week in 
the year. But the circumstances of 
settlement in a new country, par- 
ticularly when settlers have to take 
up homesteads in remote districts, 
make it impossible sometimes to send 
the children to school, at least for 
some years until more settlers come in. 

As might be expected, the attend- 
ance was proportionately larger in 
the cities and towns than in the coun- 
try districts. The children of immi- 
grants from foreign countries show 
the smallest percentage attending 
Bschool, only 48.19 per cent. for over 
six.months in the year.

Solution of Nitrate of Silver Kills the 
Craving For Tobacco 

Thousands of boys have been cured 
of the cigarette habit by having a 
Uttle nitrate of silver rubbed upon 
their tonsils. It has been discovered 
that 2 solution of one-half of one per 
cent. of this drug has the strange 
quality of abating the appetite for 
tobacco. Usually a fortnight’s treat- 
ment will effect a cure. For the first 
week the mouth is rinsed out after 
each meal; in the second week one 
application a day is sufficient. As 
nitrate of silver !s poison, care must 
be taken to avoid swallowing any of 
it, although the risk from such a weak 
solution is not very great. A doctor 
who has had considerable experience 
says that if a small plece of gentian fs 
chewed when there is a strong desire 
for a smoke the craving will be abated. 

Manuuring Young Trees 

The common practice of using large 
quantities of stable manure !n plant- 
ing fruit trees cannot be recommend- 
ed. When a tree is planted its activity 
should be the development of a 
strong and extensive oot system. If 
large amounts of fertilizer are placed 
around the roots of a tree, the roo: 
growth will naturally not be so ex 
tensive as under normal conditions 


| because there will be no necessity of 


its searching far for sustenance, and 
when the supply of food matertals 
provide! at planting by the addition 
of stable manuro Is exhausted, thr 
root system will not have’ grown 
suMiciently to secure food enough t& 
keep up normal condit'ons in the grow 
ing tree. What, was done with the 
idea of helping the tree will thus only 
serve to retard its growth.

RACE OF PYGMIES INTEREST, 


In People Recently Discovered In 
Papua, Sclentists See a Connec- 
tion With the Stone Age. ’ 

In a race of pygmies recently dis- 
covered in Papua, scientists see an- 
other connecting link between the 
average savage races of today and 
primitive man of the stone age. Ta- 
piro is the name given to this pygmy: 
race. The men are extremely small 
but well molded, strong and active. 
In contrast to the Papuans, they have 
stocky, well-made calves instead of 
tke thin, straight legs of their neigh- 
bors. : 

Unlike most savages, they do not! 
practice tattooing or cicatrization. 
Their needs for comfort are few. Each 
man may carry all his portable prop- 
erty in a sort of haversack, which iq 
slung over his shoulder. This contains 
his sleeping mat, fire stick, rattan for 
kindling a flame, tobacco and other 
odds and ends. 

They are remarkably skilful in hew- 
ing rough but absolutely balanced 
canoes from the heavy trunks of 
trees. The craft ere beautifully carv- 
ed and are propelled by paddles with: 
long shafts and wide blades. Skilful) 
as they are in the making of canoes, 
their only implements are stone axes. 
and bone knives, 

In disposing of their dead they! 
wrap the body in mats and placo it 
 @ rude coffin usually constructedi 
of broken canoes. The coffin is raised 
on a sort of trestle and left until de 
tomposition is complete. The skulls 
of the dead are kept by their rela- 
tives and friends and in a short time 
become worn smooth trom handling.
